Throw Outs 

Keep smashing an opponent until he's so weak, 
he falls. That's the only time you can throw him 
out! Here's how to do it: 

1. Stand right next to your opponent on the mat. 

2. Press Button 1, Button II and the Direction Key 
UP at the same time to lift your opponent. 

3. Release all controls, then press the Direction 
Key RIGHT or LEFT to walk your opponent to 
the ropes. 

4. Press the Direction Key LEFT while holding 
Button I and Button II down to throw your 
opponent to the left, or press the Direction 
Key RIGHT while holding Button I and Button 
II down to throw your opponent to the right.
